It is, an old raying "that necessity is 


the mother of invention." The present 
stringency in the money market is 
causing statesmen to devote much 
time to the study of finances and if 
possible devise means to relieve the 
coiutry 
It i-, known that millions of 


djliars have been withdrawn from 
banks that are financially sound and 
that the^e millions have been locked 
ap in vaults or buried in out-of-the- 
way places until confidence is restored. 
These withdrawals of the deposits and 
the calling in of loans by banks, 
which must keep an unusually large 
amount of money on hand to be pre- 
pared for any emergency that may 
anse,havo taken a large amount of 
money out of circulation and to a con- 
mclerable extent are responsible for the 
financial stringency. This has led to 
the framing of si bill to guarantee de- 
positor-, in national banks against loss 
the text of which is as follows- 


8iv 1 
Every national bank existing 


and doing business at the date of the 
pasijgo of this act shall, as soon as 
pi-actual therpaltf-r, report in writing 
its true financial condition to the secre- 
tary ol tho treasury, and if found by 
said i "cretary to be m a solvent con- 
dition, tho deposits thereafter made in 
fetich bank in good faith m due course 
,,of bu-i'iie-'j \>j persons, not officers m 
thfe batik, or '-tockhoklers in the cor- 
pot-ati^n doing banking business, shall 
ha paid, *>nd they are hereby guaran- 
teed by the United States, to be paid 
depositor-* or their laviful as&igns, or 
traii-slerrepy, when drawn by draft or 
check, but no per&on shall be allowed 
to oveidruv his account in any man-

Attended and tlie Liberals In 


the Afcceudaucy. 


DES MOIXES, August 16. — The Eepub- 


lican state convention was called to 
order to-day by the venerable ex-Sena- 
tor Haiian, who regarded the financial 
situation as favorable to Republican 
success 
The convention is largely 


attended and the Liberals are in the 
ascendancy. 


Clyton, Lyons, Ormsby, Conger, 


Drake, Frank D. Jackson and Lafayette 
Young are candidates for governor, but 
it is believed the fight will narrow 
down to Young and Jackson. 


For lieutenant governor George M 


Curtis of Clinton, J. A. Smith of Cedar 
Eapids and H. B. Wyman of Sheldon 
are mentioned. The selection of lieu- 
tenant governor will depend on the 
head of the ticket. Judge Eobinson 
will be renominated for supreme judge, 
as will J. W. Luke for railway commis- 
sioner. For superintendent of public 
instruction the names mentioned are 
innumerable, but Superintendent Jar- 
nagau of Montezuma is in the lead 
The platform will probably declare for 
submission of prohibition, with some 
kind of relief for cities and towns 
where saloons exist. 


Indications of a Compromise? 


WASHINGTON, August 16.—The indica- 


tions to-night strongly point to a com- 
promise between silver and anti-silver 
men in congress. Silver men are as 
rabid as ever in their assertions that 
unconditional repeal cannot pass the 
senate, and they claim to have strong1 
hopes that it will fail in tht house. 
Those in favor of repeal still maintain 
that this act will go through the lower i 
branch by a majority of from ten to 
thirty-five, while silver men insist that 
they have just as good a show for vic- 
tory as the opposition. Some of the 
Eepublican senators, notably Wash- 
burn of Minnesota, insist to-day that a 
thorough canvass of this branch of 
congress has been made and that there 
will be from forty-seven to Qfty votes 
in favor of uecondilional repeal. Sev- 
eral senators heretofore counted in the 
doubtful column interviewed to-day 
declare that unconditional repeal will 
fail in the senate.

A Fiendish Youth. 


BEAVER FALLS, August 16.—A 
fiend- 


ish act was perpetrated yesterday af- 
ternoon near Homewood which resulted 
in the death of three boys to-day. 
Frank Graham of Homewood, seven- 
teen years old, knew three other boys 
were hunting ground hogs about a 
mile below the village. He got a can 
of blasting powder, atached fuse, plac- 
ed it in a little pile of rocks and waited 
until the young hunters neared the 
spot. Then he lit the fuse and crept 
off to a safe distance. 


Burgess Keed, sixteen years old, and 


James, Eeed, aged fourteen, sons of 
Smith Eeed, a well known farmer, svith 
James Carner, aged seventeen, ap- 
proached the spot entirely unconscious 
of 
danger. 
The can exploded, all 


being maime'd and burned terribly. 
Physicians did all they could for the 
young sufferers, but they died this 
morning. 
Graham made his escape 


and is still at large. 


The Absence of Treasmer Boyd Creates 


a Sensation. 


When a JOURNAL reporter called at 


the courthouse yesterday all hands in 
and about that institution seemed to 
be at sixes and sevens, with confusion, 
discontent and uncertainty on every 
side. The district attorney had vacated 
his office and was holding down a chair 
on the granite steps; the sheriff and 
his deputy seemed nervous, restless 
and uneasy; the clerk nervously prom- 
enading the banks of the ditch in the 
courthouse yard, as if contemplating 
suicide, while the anxious, disconsolate 
and woe-begone countenance of Re- 
corder Williams showed plainly that 
something unusual had happened. The 
cause of all the difficulty was soon 
traced to Dan Boyd.

suspected him of such an act, but, 
nevertheless it is true. Confidence in 
his faithfulness and devotion to duty 
was never before shaken.

first time in sixteen years, week days 
or Sundays, that Dan Boyd was not 
found at his post of duty.

terday morning he joined a Methodist 
picnic party and went to Steamboat 
springs, and was gone fully eight long 
hours. During all these years Dan has 
withstood the temptations of state 
fairs, circuses, prize fights, political 
conventions and the Salvation army, to 
be captured at last by a Methodist 
picnic.

The Result of Volcanic Upheaval In an 


Age Long Gone Bye. 


Major J. W. Powell, director of the 


United States geological survey, thus 
describes the origin of Lake Tahoe: 
"In geographical times not long ago, 
as speaks the scientist, but very long 
ago, 
as peaks the chronicler of hu- 


man follies, there was a deep valley on 
the eastern slope ot the Sierra Nevada 
at the headwaters of the Truckee river. 
About this valley towered granite 
mountains. 
Bnt earthquakes came 


rents were opened in the rocks, and 
from the fissures poured monstrous 
streams of lava. 
One of these fissures 


crossed the lower end of the valley, and 
through it poured floods of molten 
rocks. Stream after stream issued, to 
cool in solid sheets and blocks, until a 
wall was built across the valley two or 
ihree thousand feet in bight, and 
above it was a deep basin five or 
six hundred square miles in area. The 
storms that fell on the granite and vol- 
ca 
mountains rolled in rivers to fill 


;he basin and Lake Tahoe was created. 
Vhen filled at last its waters over- 
lowed the rim of lava, and the Truckee 
now springs from the Tahoe fountain. 
Its deep waters are dark with prof 
und- 


ty, like the clouds of a stormy sky, 
>ut about its shores a few shallow bays 
are fonnd and emerald waters, like 
estoons of beauty, encircle the deeper 
and more somber lake. Back from the 
waters forest-chid slopes rise toward 
he heavens, and above are seen naked 
rags and domes of granite.

Alter u horse huw run once ut the meeting 
the name of the horse, with the weitflit to be 
curried ut the race is biilticicnt. 


In purses und stakes, three horses of diil'er- 
ent interests to enter und start or the race 
may be declared oil' by tlio executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for ull running races, except 
handicaps, und where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not corilliet with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horscH 
that have won prior to September 1st Khali 
carry iive pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, .and mtiBt 
be paid prior fx> wreighiii£? the jockey out. 


Where there is more than ono entry by one 


Ecrsou, or in one interest, the particular 
orse they are to start must be named by 6 
. H. of the day preceding the race. 
No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entriea to all Trotting und Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing: races ar* the best, 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; iiv« 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but tho Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than flve to fill, by tho with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which elitill be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning- 
ono heat in two must go to the stable : and in 
all three'in ttve races horses not winning ono 
heat i n three m ust go to t he sta l> le. 


The Board reserves tbe right to trot heats 
of any two classen alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing1, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
<t&/3 to the first and Wf/s to the second. 


Iu dividing purges no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
"used. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
hes« conditions, accepts the decision of the 
iourd of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
roveru trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
lorse Association rule* to govern all rnnuinir 
races where they do not conflict with these 
onditions.
